Prior to 2/1/53 the State and 
National Offices of the Civil Rights Congress were located at txiis address* 
Subsequent to that date space in the building has been occupiod by SRT 
Publications, Inc., publishers of "New 17orld Review" formerly knovm as "Soviet 
Russia Today" ■which has been cited as a Communist Front by the Special Committee 
on Un-American Activities, House of Representatives, 6/25/U2 and 3/29/Ui* 

Strict care must be exercised so that the existence of this important 
soxirce of evidence vdll not become knovm to ary outside agency. It is also 
to be noted that because of the nature of this source of informatj.on it will 
be impossible to recontact the source regarding infermation furnished.

The speakers for the evening were: REID ROBINSON, one of the delegates 
to the Chicago Conference for the National Committee to Secure Justice in the 
Rosenberg Case, BENJAMIN DREYFUS, Attorney, and WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, of the CRC. 
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f]sc f irj. o ] ] y nponed by the chc\^mo.n^ JAMET ^T^T-^NSON^ and 

she cxplt^iDcd the purpose ot the meeting ctciting tlmt the KOSEI'IBERGS * death was a 
result of frame- up, murder ^ and intiinldati on* 


REID ROBINSON spoke on the necessity cf the Chicago Conference^ to set ^ 
policy and plan organization of a solid defense^ vrith the broader farces brought 
into the campaign* ROBTUSON then presented the literature that was on sale at this 
meeting* 


BEWMIIN DREYFUS then spoke concerning the legal aspects of the SOBELL 
Case and he described his visits with MORTON SOBELL in Alcatraz* DREYFUS described 
SOBELL as a mild mannered man with a great love for America and a man who was 
dedicated to the proservation of peace and the well being of people* DREYFUS 
then told hc'w rhis i nnen ont man was "kidnapped” by the UoS* authorities, with the 
help of tho Ivi'i^jxiGan Government all without due process of lav:. He stated that 
SOBELL was shanghaied back to a livit^g death* He stated that all this was done 
under the myth cf stealing atomic secrets* DREYFUS stated, however, that SOBELL 
was sent to prison sc4ely because he happened to know JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG 
and he stated that every effort of an enraged people of the U^S*, and the rest of 
the world, must be fo^^th to rectify the total miscarriage of justice by a 
"fear ridden goTernmeritiJ 

TTTLLIAM. L., PATTERSON spoke and stated that all people of the U*S* were 
being enslaved as the Negro by a Fascist Government of the worst kind* 

PATTERSON stated that the very life of tho working people was in jeopardy and unless 
the people rose up and ended this menaco to mahklnd, all v;ould be lost* PATTERSON 
compared the ROcETCPEHG and SC3EI1 Cases vrith IVESLEY V/ELLS and he stated that the 
conspiracy to from- this Ncgrn (V.'KLLS) was the same procedure followed by the 
courts in the Rosenberg Case* pyiTTERSON stated that the judiciary system was "rotten 
to the core" and many more of the working class v/ould be framed and murdered in the 
some manner in years to ceme, PATTERSON pleaded with the audience to go out and
